aeeaM to be no indication of anything 
heing done along this line in the near 
future. Probably should the people 
awake some morning to find the struct- 
ure in ashes and their rei-nnls destroy- 
ed they Would then realize the fact 
that they had been pemy wise and 
pound foolish. Did you ever stop to 
think what your position would be if 
you had never had the deed to your 
property recorded and it should be 
lost or destroyed and all the parties to 
it were dead, this would bc your exact 
position should the court house burn, 
only worse, for both deed and reoord 
would bui ii. tlie present vaults would 
not protect them against tire. Every 
title in Garrard county wouki be cloud- 
ed, but we have preached the neces- 
sity of repairing the court house until 
patience has eeaaed to he a rirtne. 

What we now want is to suggest 
that the members of the Fiaeal Court 
at leaat give the old atmetnre a eoat 
of paint, repild the face of the clock 
and make it look a little more present- 
able, even if ft is not wliat it should be 
twom other standpoints. It has been 
many years since the court house was 
painted, and it certainly does need it. 
and the paint on the faces of the clack 
has scaled and drojiped olf until the 
figures are almost obliterated. 

The court house is naturally a verj 
attractive building to the eye and it 
would auvly be an economic act as 
well as one of justice to give it a nice 
fresh coat of paint. 

Electric Line. 

A special from Lexington says:— 
The new corporation which was recent- 
ly organized in the East to absorb the 
Lexington street car line, and the var- 
ious intemrlMui trolley lines nkHating 
from this city, forinallv took ))os.sess- 
ion yesterday when articles incorporat- 
ing the three pre s ent t r a ction interests 
in and about the city into the new cor- 
poration of the Kentucky Traction and 
Terminal Company were filed in the 
o(lii.'e of the County Clerk. 

The new corporation takes over the 
entire bosineas of the three companies 
which it consolidates, assuming all 
liability for their contracts and the 
deal is adcnowledged by the nujorityof 
all parties in intereot aad baeones 
effective at once. 

The capital stedc of the eonpaaies 
consolidating amount to the sum of 
$1,92.5.000 and the capiUl stock of the 
new corporatioa IB two aad oae half 
million dollars. 

The new corporation commenced its 
corporate existence on this date. May 17, 
1911, and is to continue for a term of 
199 years, the limit of corporate in- 
debtedness which it may assume be- 
ing not in ezoess of the sum of 
$15,000,000. 

The new corjioration is a consolida- 
tion of the Lexington Railway Com- 
pany with a capital stock of $800,000; 
the Blue Grass Traction Company, 
witira capital stock of $700,00, and the 
C e aU a l Kentucky TVaetion Company, 
with a capital stock of $42r),n00. 

That extensions of the present in- 
tefvban syiAeaM ton eontea^ilated is 
indicated in the articles of incorpora- 
tion, which contain provisions for the 
extension of the preaent Knes and the 
building of new lines to adjacent towns 
and cities. The right to construct a 
line to Windiester, aadthraogh Win- 
chester to Mt. Sterling; a line to Rich- 
mond; to extend the present Frankfort 
line to Lawrenceburg, Shelbyville and 
Owenton; the Paris line to Cynthiaiia; 
the Nicholasville line to Lancaster and 
through there to Danville, and from 
there to Harrodsburg are all included 
in the privileges claimed under the new 
charter. 

The total mileage authorized by the 
articles amount to about 250 miles and 
there has already been subscribed and 
paid in more tiian |250 per mile on the

After a two days jaunt through the 
Kentucky mountains, whidi was one 

continuous round of accepting the hos- 
pitality of those most liospitable people 
tired, worn and dusty, yet still fbll of ] 
the boosting spirit, at 1:40 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon tbe Lonisville \ 
"Head of Houses" dek^tion arrived^ 
in Lancaster. The arrival of their 
train was heralded by tbe blowing of | 
the mill and other whistles in the vic- 
inity of the depot. 

Upon alighting, the rank and file 
were hustled into waiting automobiles 
and whisked to the park, where a 
grand stand had been erected, after 
music by Seibert's band which accom- 
panied The Boosters, the welcoming 
address was made by City Attorney, ! 
H. C. Kautfman, who in a short, but ' 
happy and pleasihg manner bade wel- { 
come to our distinguished guests and ! 
turned over to them the keys to the 
city. He dwelt briefly upon tbe great 
men sent from Garrard county to ' 
Louisville and into the world at large, 
tinishing with a beautiful tribute to 
Judge Lewis L. Walker, whose decis- 
ions he said the suijreme court of the 
state had but to hear to aftirm, and 
predicting that he would eventually 
•Xrace the suiireme bench. Mr. KaufT- 
man was followed by Mr. Charles W. 
Milliken, Receiver of City Taxes for 
the City of Louisville, who after re- 
lating that his lust visit to Lancaster 
was made memorable by the fact that 
he was not here ten minutes before he 
was in jail, he came to adjust the in- 
surance on our reeently burned hotel 
some fifteen years ago, and took din- 
ner at the jail, to which he had refer- 
ence; he in turn introduced Dr. Ben L. 
Bruner, who in behalf of the Commer- 
ciu! Orgaiixation of which he was a 
member, made one of those cjuick and 
catchy, yet thoroughly logical speech- 
es, of which he is so capable. Dr. 
15i um r .said that Lancastei' .seemed to 
be thoroughly imbued with the spirit 
of the day, namely, "good roads, good 
schools and good banks", and that 
they seemed to be at tbe top notch in 
all of these things. He finished his 
remarks by advocating a principle 
which the Record has so often plead 
with her county people to apply to our 
own county and town, that is "hi ]p 
maker the metropolis great, and there- 
by add greatness to yourself. " 

Dr. Bruner was followed by County 
Attorney Joseph E. Robinson, who was 
informed in the outset that his remarks 
would be limited to ten minutes, not- 
v\ ithstan.;; i>^ this fact, Mr. Robinson 
V. Lilt to it w ith a vim, and in the short 
t'.ine alloud iiiin, if he did not con- 
vince llie Louisv ille i)>'oi)!(' that this w.i.s 
the greatest county in the state, it eer- 
tainly was not his fault. He took up 
the time allotted him in presenting to 
them a few facts in regards to the 
productiveness of the county and its re- 
sources, and he would up by trying to 
convince the delegation that we made 
Louisville and asking some little return 
for our kindness in the way of assist- 
i;i^ us in scouring some of the few fac- 
ilities which we are seeking. 

Elaborate preparations had been 
made for the entertainment of the 
Boosters w^ile they were with us, au- 
tomobiles in ample number were at the 
d.'i)ot to bring them to town, and every 
thing possible was done to make their 
short stay a pleasant one. Upon the 
conclusion of the sjieaking every mem- 
ber of the Booster's club was present- 
ed with a Garrard county cob pipe, at- 
tached thereto with a dainty ribbon 
was a card bearing the inscription :- 
"Kentndcy Meerschaum from 'The 
Land Of Now'. While smoking this 
remember your country cousins who 
are always f^ad to have yoa as their 
guests." 

Because of the fact that the train 
had several other towns at which they 
were advertised to stop during the day, 
their stay here was necessarily sbmrt.
